As Bin and Bug we have 
been Solid Waste Coordinator 
for Bracken County for ten 
years! So many changes 
have occurred in the County 
during this time frame and it 
seems like just as many have 
occurred in our family life! 
Certainly when you look 
back over the last decade, 
these many changes have 
also been part of your ten 
years as well! While we’ve 
increased in age, we’ve also 
increased in our knowledge 
of the many aspects of being 
a Solid Waste Coordinator 
working in conjunction with 
the Kentucky Division of 
Waste Management. This 
has allowed us to meet many 
interesting folks and new 
friends! We appreciate the 
opportunity to work for the 
citizens of Bracken County 
and the Good Lord willing, 
we will continue in this 
capacity. 

It is our goal to go back 
over our records in the near 
future and calculate totals 
such as the number of bags 
of trash that have been 
picked up and disposed from 
along our county and state 
highways and the amount of 
Litter Abatement dollars this 
represents. Of course, we 
would do the same for the 
number of tires disposed and, 
since 2010, the amount of 
debris and garbage disposed 
through the Roll-Off 

Grant that Donna Rath has 
obtained. The numbers will 
be amazing, but what is more 
significant is that Bracken 
County’s environment is

and grandchildren. We are

Child Find for Children with Disabilities in Need of 
Special Education or 504 Services 

Child Find 

The Augusta Independent School District keeps educational records in a secure location 
in each school and Board office. 

The Augusta Independent School District obtains written consent from a parent or 
eligible student (age 18 or who is attending a postsecondary institution), before disclosing 
personally identifiable information to an entity or individual not authorized to receive it 
under FERPA. 

For students who have been determined eligible for Special Education, educational 
records will be destroyed at the request of the parents when they are no longer needed to 
provide educational programs or services. The Augusta Independent School District may 
destroy the educational records of a child without parent request seven years after they 
are no longer needed to provide educational programs or services. Parents are advised 
that data contained in the records may later be needed for Social Security benefits or other 
purposes. The Augusta Independent School District may retain, for an indefinite period 
of time, a record of the student’s name, address, telephone number, grades, attendance 
records, classes attended, grade level completed, and year completed. 

Children eligible for Special Education include those children with disabilities who 
have autism, deaf-blindness, developmental delay, emotional-behavior disability, hearing 
impairment, mental disability, multiple disabilities, orthopedic impairment, other health 
impairment, specific learning disability, speech or language impairment, traumatic brain 
injury, or visual impairment and who because of such an impairment need Special Education 
services. 

Children eligible for 504 services include those children in a public elementary and 
secondary education program who have a current physical or mental impairment that 
currently substantially limits some major life activity which causes the student’s ability to 
access the school environment or school activities to be substantially limited. 

Children eligible for the State-Funded Preschool program include three- and four- 
year-old children identified with disabilities and four-year-old children who are at-risk, 
as defined by federal poverty levels up to 150%. Preschool children eligible for special 
education must have an Individual Education Plan (IEP) instead of a 504 plan to receive 
State-Funded Preschool program services. 

The Augusta Independent School District has an ongoing “Child Find” system, which 
is designed to locate, identify and evaluate any child residing in a home, facility, or residence 
within its geographical boundaries, age three (3) to twenty-one (21) years, who may have a 
disability and be in need of Special Education or 504 services. This includes children who 
are not in school; those who are in public, private, or home school; those who are highly 
mobile such as children who are migrant or homeless; and those who are advancing from 
grade to grade, who may need but are not receiving Special Education or 504 services. 

The district’s “ChildFind” system includes children with disabilities attending private 
or home schools within the school district boundaries who may need special education 
services. 

The Augusta Independent School District will make sure any child enrolled in its district 
who qualifies for Special Education or 504 services, regardless of how severe the disability, 
is provided appropriate Special Education or 504 services at no cost to the parents of the 
child. 

Parents, relatives, public and private agency employees, and concerned citizens are 
urged to help the Augusta Independent School District find any child who may have a 
disability and need Special Education or 504 services. The District needs to know the name 
and age, or date of birth of the child; the name, address, and phone number(s) of the parents 
or guardian; the possible disability; and other information to determine if Special Education 
or 504 services are needed. 

Letters and phone calls are some of the ways the Augusta Independent School District 
collects the information needed. The information the school district collects will be used 
to contact the parents of the child and find out if the child needs to be evaluated or referred 
for Special Education or 504 services. 

If you know of a child who lives within the boundaries of the Augusta Independent 
School District, who may have a disability, and may need but is not receiving Special

If you know of a child who attends a private or home school within the boundaries of 
the Augusta Independent School District, who may have a disability, and may need but is 
not receiving Special Education services, please call 606-756-2105 or send the information 
to: Director of Special Education, Augusta Independent Schools, 207 Bracken Street, 
Augusta, KY 41002, Ph. 606-756-2105. 

“Child Find” activities will continue throughout the school year. As part of these 
efforts the Augusta Independent School District will use screening information, student 
records, and basic assessment information it collects on all children in the District to help 
locate those children who have a disability and need Special Education or 504 services. 
Any information the District collects through “ChildFind” is maintained confidentially. 

Written Policies and Procedures have been developed which describe the District’s 
requirements regarding the confidentiality of personally identifiable information and 
“Child Find” activities. There are copies in the Principal’s office of each school, and in the 
Board of Education office. Copies of these Policies and Procedures may be obtained by 
contacting: Director of Special Education, Augusta Independent Schools, 207 Bracken 
Street, Augusta, KY 41002, Ph. 606-756-2105. 

The District office is open Monday through Friday, from 8:00 a.m. to 4:00 p.m. 

The Augusta Independent School District provides a public notice in the native language 
or other mode of communication of the various populations in the geographical boundaries 
of the District to the extent feasible. If you know of someone who may need this notice 
translated to another language, given orally, or delivered in some other manner or mode 
of communication, please contact the Director of Pupil Personnel , the Director of Special 
Education or the Section 504 Coordinator at the address or phone number listed above for 
the Augusta Independent Schools.

AUGUSTA INDEPENDENT SCHOOLS 
Notification of Rights under FERPA 
for Elementary and Secondary Schools 

The Family Educational Rights and Privacy Act 
(FERPA) affords parents and students over 18 years of 
age (“eligible students”) certain rights with respect to the 
student’s education records. These rights are: 

(1) The right to inspect and review the student’s 
education records within 45 days of the day the School 
receives a request for access. 

Parents or eligible students should submit to the 
School principal [or appropriate school official] a written 
request that identifies the record(s) they wish to inspect. 
The School official will make arrangements for access and 
notify the parent or eligible student of the time and place 
where the records may be inspected. 

(2) The right to request the amendment of the student’s 
education records that the parent or eligible student believes 
are inaccurate, misleading, or otherwise in violation of the 
student’s privacy rights under FERPA. 

Parents or eligible students who wish to ask the School 
to amend a record should write the School principal [or 
appropriate school official], clearly identify the part of the 
record they want changed, and specify why it should be 
changed. If the School decides not to amend the record 
as requested by the parent or eligible student, the School 
will notify the parent or eligible student of the decision 
and advise them of their right to a hearing regarding the 
request for amendment. Additional information regarding 
the hearing procedures will be provided to the parent or 
eligible student when notified of the right to a hearing. 

(3) The right to privacy of personally identifiable 
information in the student’s education records, except 
to the extent that FERPA authorizes disclosure without 
consent. 

One exception, which permits disclosure without 
consent, is disclosure to school officials with legitimate 
educational interests. A school official is a person employed 
by the School as an administrator, supervisor, instructor, 
or support staff member (including health or medical staff 
and law enforcement unit personnel); a person serving 
on the School Board; a person or company with whom 
the School has outsourced services or functions it would 
otherwise use its own employees to perform (such as 
an attorney, auditor, medical consultant, or therapist); a 
parent or student serving on an official committee, such 
as a disciplinary or grievance committee; or a parent, 
student, or other volunteer assisting another school official 
in performing his or her tasks. 

A school official has a legitimate educational interest 
if the official needs to review an education record in order 
to fulfill his or her professional responsibility. 

Upon request, the School discloses education records 
without consent to officials of another school district in 
which a student seeks or intends to enroll, or is already 
enrolled if the disclosure is for purposes of the student’s 
enrollment or transfer. 

(4) The right to file a complaint with the U.S. 
Department of Education concerning alleged failures by 
the School to comply with the requirements of FERPA.

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Drivers be aware ... 
It’s back to school time 

Drivers should be cautious and 
watch for children and buses 


It’s back to school time 
for hundreds of thousands of 
students, parents, educators 
and school staff. The 
Kentucky Office of Highway 
Safety (KOHS) is reminding 
drivers to be alert, use extreme 
caution and be safe behind the 
wheel. 

Each year in the United 
States, approximately 450,000 
public school busses travel 
4.3 billion miles to transport 
23.5 million children to- 
and-from school and school- 
related activities. In 2013, 
there were 825 collisions 
either directly or indirectly 
involving a school bus in 
Kentucky. These collisions 
resulted in 316 injuries and 
one fatality. 

“Safety on our roadways 
is the responsibility of every 
driver,” KOHS Director 
Bill Bell said. “Traffic is 
increasing in and around 
school zones and school buses 
are on the road again. This 
busy time of year can also be 
a dangerous one - especially 
for children.” 

Fewer daylight hours can 
make it harder for motorists to 
see young students. According 
to the National Highway 
Traffic Safety Administration, 
more school-age pedestrians 
have been killed between 7 
a.m. and 8 a.m. and between 
3 p.m. and 4 p.m. than any 
other times of the day. 

Whether walking, riding 
a bicycle, or catching a school 
bus to and from school, 
the KOHS is reminding 
parents and students of safe 
transportation practices. 

School Bus: School 
buses are the safest mode 
of transportation for getting 
children back and forth to 
school. Even so, kids need to 
be especially careful around 
the school bus “danger zone” 
-10 feet in front, 10 feet 
behind, and on each side of 
the bus. Kids should: 

• Wait five giant steps 
from the road and when the 
school bus arrives, wait until 
the driver says to board. 

• When boarding the 
school bus, quickly find a 


seat, sit facing the front and 
do what the school bus driver 
says to do. 

• When exiting the bus, 
look out for cars. When off 
the bus, take five giant steps 
from the school bus. 

• Look left-right-left to 
make sure no cars are coming 
and wait for the driver to 
signal it’s safe to cross. 

Walking: Pedestrians 10 
years old and younger should 
be accompanied by an adult 
or young adult on their way 
to and from school. Kids 
should: 

• Walk on the sidewalk 
and if there is none, walk 
facing traffic. 

• Not push or shove others 
when you walk. 

• When crossing the 
street, look left-right-left for 
cars. Do not cross if a car is 
coming and use a crosswalk if 
available. 

Biking: The two best 
protections when biking to 
and from school are a properly 
fitted bicycle helmet and a 
good grasp of traffic safety 
rules. Kids should: 

• Always wear a helmet 
and make sure to buckle the 
chin strap. 

• Ride along streets with 
low traffic volume and at 
lower speeds. 

• Always ride in the same 
direction as traffic, and stop at 
all stop signs and signals. 

• Never use headphones 
or cell phones while riding. 

Car: Children should 
always ride in the back seat. 
Children in the front seat are 
40 percent more likely to be 
injured in crashes. 

One last tip: Whether 
walking, biking or driving, 
stay completely focused on 
the road and put your cell 
phone away. 

“The importance of 
highway safety cannot be 
overstated. By utilizing these 
tips, you could save a life,” 
Bell said.

A Legislative Perspective on the Kentucky 
General Assembly

Year after year, our farm¬ 
ers continue to find new ways 
to break old records. 

Last year, for example, 
saw the biggest com and soy¬ 
bean crops ever in Kentucky, 
and tobacco reached levels 
not regularly seen since the 
days of the quota system. 
Our wheat harvest, mean¬ 
while, was the biggest it has 
been since 1982. 

There are positive signs 
that this year could be even 
better, since our farmers have 
planted tens of thousands 
of more acres in com and 
soybeans and recent moni¬ 
toring reports indicate that 
three-fourths of these crops 
and tobacco are in excellent 
or good shape as we look to¬ 
ward the fall. 

High yields aren’t the 
only thing in our farmers’ 
favor; they’re extremely di¬ 
verse, too. Kentucky ranks 
among the top 20 states in 
nearly 10 agricultural catego¬ 
ries, with our horses first and 
tobacco second. The others 
on the list include poultry, 
hogs, com for grain, soy¬ 
beans, hay, wheat and cattle, 
of which we have more than 
every state east of the Missis¬ 
sippi River. 

Other categories are also 
doing well. Our dairy farms 
generated 130 million gal¬ 
lons of milk in 2012; farmers 
planted 13,000 acres in fmits 
and vegetables last year; and 
the combined number of 
sheep and goats across the 
state is close to 140,000. We 
also have as many as 8,000 
beekeepers. 

Overall, total commod¬ 
ity sales last year neared $6 
billion, which is about a bil¬ 
lion dollars more than the 
year before. More broadly, 
Kentucky’s farms are the 
foundation for $46 billion in 
annual revenue, according to 



a study last year by the Uni¬ 
versity of Kentucky’s Col¬ 
lege of Agriculture, Food and 
Environment. The industry 
employs 90,000 directly and 
helps support 144,000 oth¬ 
ers whose jobs depend on the 
raw goods farming provides. 

One of the fastest grow¬ 
ing trends in agriculture can 
be found across most towns 
during late spring and sum¬ 
mer: Farmers markets. Our 
country has about 8,100 of 
them, including almost 150 
here in Kentucky. August 
3rd through the 9th is Na¬ 
tional Farmers Market week, 
so if you haven’t visited one 
of our area markets, now is 
the ideal time to start. 

Another place where ag¬ 
riculture shines is the Ken¬ 
tucky State Fair, which be¬ 
gins Aug. 14th and mns for 
10 days. For decades now, 
farmers have taken pride in 
showcasing their livestock 
and produce, and the same 
goes for Future Farmers of 
America members and oth¬ 
ers. The General Assembly’s 
Agriculture Committee, of 
which I am a member, visits 
every year to take a closer 
look at all that is offered. 


Speaking of fairs, there 
are dozens of smaller ones be¬ 
ing held throughout the state 
during these summer months. 
Our own just-completed Ger¬ 
mantown Fair celebrated a 
major milestone this year 
with its 160th anniversary. 
The world may be a far dif¬ 
ferent place than it was when 
this fair began, but those first 
organizers would no doubt 
be honored to know that they 
created a tradition that lives 
on as strong as ever. 

The same can be said 
about agriculture in general. 
Technology may be making it 
easier for farmers to do more 
with less, but the hard work 
- on top of a little bit of good 
luck - has really not changed 
and neither has the fact that 
no other industry has as big an 
impact on our lives as theirs. 

As we look ahead toward 
the harvest season, I encour¬ 
age you to let me know your 
thoughts or views on any is¬ 
sues affecting the state. You 
can always reach me by writ¬ 
ing to Room 329E, Capitol 
Annex, 702 Capitol Avenue, 
Frankfort KY 40601; or you 
can email me at Mitchel.Den- 
ham@lrc.ky.gov.

Cordia takes a whuppin’ 
for Farming; Burse sets a 
new bar at Kentucky State 

Quite a flurry of hot 
rhetoric filled the air around our 
Commonwealth in recent days. 
Not so much Fancy Farm where 
hot air is as plentiful as St. 
Jerome Parish pork and mutton 
barbeque. More the buzz came 
via aftermath of Cordia High 
School’s run-in with reality 
and KHSAA Supreme Court 
decision. 

The governing body 
hammered the Knott County 
school: Forfeit last basketball 
season, shut down boys program 
for a year and fined the school 
near $25,000. 

Reasons: Farming. Teenage 
boys recruited (out of state this 
time) to play hoops, and allegedly 
had their grades manipulated for 
eligibility purposes. 

The flap brought to mind a 
couple items. 

First, more than 100 years 
ago George Santayana wrote: 
“Those who cannot remember 
the past are condemned to repeat 
it,” 

Left me to wonder, “didn’t 
these college educated educators 
at Cordia, especially the ball 
coaches, read the same history 
they’re assigned to teach?” 

Apparently, Rhodes and 
those who supervise athletics 
forgot or didn’t know about... 

V University Heights 
Academy (Hopkinsville) ran 
afoul of the KHSAA three 
decades ago for Farming In. 

V Rose Hill Christian 
School (Ashland) in early 2000s, 
transported O.J. Mayo and Bill 
Walker from West Virginia 
which turned out a whistle 
blower that led to KHSAA 
attention and sanction. 

Now is Cordia’s turn. 

Community with raised 
optimism, Sweet 16 aspiration 
and hopes of being the next Little 
Engine that Could, discovers 
Rhodes and his Cinderella story 
is less heroic than wannabe 
Kentucky-side-of-the-border 
Oak Hill Academy. 


On another level little 
Cordia’s whuppin’ by KHSAA 
brings to mind an historic 
bit from last century college 
level. Documented, Jerry 
Tarkanian took recruiting short 
cuts when he coached at Long 
Beach State then Nevada Las 
Vegas and became Headache 
Man for NCAA investigators. 
Renown for Farming In and/or 
compensating poor students and 
bad actors, he would rehabilitate 
them on court. 

In his autobiography 
Tarkanian claimed the NCAA 
looked the other way with 
big basketball programs, in 
particular Kentucky. 

“I defended Western 
Kentucky,” he wrote (when the 
NCAA nullified the Hilltoppers 
trip to the Final Four in 1971), 
(I said) “Kentucky did more 
cheating in one day than Western 
Kentucky did in a year. I just 
thought the NCAA went after 
the little guy. ... doesn’t want 
marquee schools in trouble. 

And this: “... the NCAA 
was so mad at Kentucky they 
gave Cleveland State two more 
years probation.” 

Brings us to chapter two of 
the Cordia flap. Could Cordia 
be to Scott County High School 
basketball, what Cleveland State 
was to UK? 

Viatwitter, former Kentucky 
Wildcat Jon Hood stuck his head 
up from the ether of politician 
correctness to suggest Scott 
County coach Billy Hicks has 
Farmed In players for years. 

Hicks took exception to 
Hood’s allegation with hot words 
of his own. “Hood doesn’t know 
what he’s talking about.” 

Response enough for a 
coach whose program resides in 
the penthouse of his sport, right? 
Wrong. 

Hicks went defensive 
through a Georgetown Graphic 
sports writer: “... never picked 
up a phone to ask a kid to move 
in,” he said. “I never recruited a 
kid in my life. Kids have come to 
me. That’s the kind of program 
we have here. Kids want to be a 
part of it. I won’t apologize for 


that.” 

Methinks he protesteth too 
much. With a coach history that 
stretches back to southeastern 
Kentucky decades ago, ‘Never 
recruited a kid in my life,’ is 
very a long time. 

Hicks should have stopped 
at the old discredit-my-critic 
standard “... doesn’t know what 
he’s talking about.” 

For Jon Hood, with perhaps 
future opportunities in mind, 
retreated quickly from his 
Elephant-In-The-Room tweet.

USDA Extends Deadline 
for the Emergency 
Assistance for Livestock, 
Honeybees, and Farm- 
Raised Fish Program 

U.S. Department of Agri¬ 
culture (USDA) Farm Service 
Agency (FSA) Administrator 
Juan M. Garcia announced 
that the enrollment deadline 
for the 2012 and 2013 Emer¬ 
gency Assistance for Live¬ 
stock, Honeybees and Farm- 
Raised Fish Program (ELAP) 
has been extended to Aug. 
15, 2014. Originally, program 
sign-up was scheduled to end 
Aug. 1. 

The new deadline gives 
livestock, honeybee, and farm- 
raised fish producers who 
experienced losses because 
of disease, adverse weather, 
wildfires or colony collapse 
disorder between Oct. 1, 2011 
and Sept. 30, 2013, an addi¬ 
tional two weeks to enroll in 
ELAP. 

’’Because ELAP is an im¬ 
portant safety net for key sec¬ 
tors of American agriculture, 
we’ve provided this two week 
extension so that producers 
can submit required docu¬ 
mentation and apply for pro¬ 
gram benefits,” said Garcia.
